Medical Health Officer Stresses 
Need Of Water and Sewer System 


Being one of the speakers on the 
agenda for the public meeting held 
last Thursday evening Dr, hk, C. Wal- 
lace, local health officer for Wain- 
wright, stressed the urgent need of 
the installation of a water and sewer 
system within the limits of the town 
of Wainwright. 

His remarks were very well re- 
ceived, and.as he told of three ways 
to look at the question, the address 
was driven home to the thought that 
Wainwright does need a Water and 
Sewer. system. f 

Below will be found the text of Dr. 
Wallace’s speech as given to the rate. 
payers present and for the ratepay- 
ers who were unable to ke in attend- 
ance at the meeting we herewith 
print it, 


To the ratepayers 
of the Town of Wainwright 


I am pleased to have the privilege 
of addressing you, relative to the 
proposed project to provide the res- 
idents of this town with water and 
sewage facilities, We have been given 
a clear and concise plan of the pro- 
posed system together with a sche- 
dule of water and sewage rates. 

It is the duty of each one of ‘you to 
study this plan carefully and to ask 
yourself these two questions: 

1, What advaritages will a water 
and sewage system give me and my 
family. 

2. Will these advantages be worth 
what I will be asked to pay for them 

If every voter will conscienciously 
and intelligently answer these ques- 
tions and “nark his ballot according- 
ly, the vote wil! be overwhelmingly 
in favor of the proposed water and 
sewage project, 

I have carefully studied the pro- 
posed plan and have conscienciously 
attempted to answer these questions 
under three headings, namely: 

I As a private home owner. 

II As a citizen ‘ 
UWI In my official capacity as Medical 
Health Officer. 
I. As a private home owner: 

At the present time we have in 

jour home a complete water system, 


installed at an approximate cost of 
$750. This initial cost is expensive 
but the advantages it hag given us in 
comfort, labor saving, cleanliness, 
sealth ard as an aid in beautifying 
our grounds has made it well worth 
the cost, 

But with the exception of a cess- 
pool for the collection of wash and 
hath water we have no sewage sys 
tem and consequently no Mush toilet, 
We [cel that we must have a sewage 
system und will vote yes on both 
ballctsa, I€ by any chance tae town 
project should be dejected, then it 
will become necessary for ug to in- 
stull a privately owned sewage dis- 
posai system which at best is a poor 
substitute for the real thing and 
much more troublesome and expen- 
sive to maintain, 

Il, As a citizen: 

With the present advantage of 
patural gas in Wainwright, the addi- 
tion of water and sewage system 
would make our town one of the 
most desirable residential business 
and industrial centérs in the west. 
The busness section, esptcially eat- 
ing places, could be kept in a much 
more sanitary condition, 

Its, As Medical Health Officer: 
WATER SUPPLY 

At psesent, drinking water comes 
from shallow wells,, many of these 
wells are going dry and _ residents 
are getting their drinking water 
wherever they can get it. Most of 
these wells do not comply with 
health regulations and a chemical 
analysis shows a great variation in 
mineral content throughout the town 
I would class the water situation in 
Wainwrigit at present as “critical”. 

A sewage disposal system is an 
absolute necessity, The sanitary con- 
dition is abominable, a disgrace to 
any civilized community in the pre- 


‘sent day and age. If you don’t under- 


stand what I mean take a walk 
along some of our lanes, past those 
rows of smelly, fly infested, toilets. 
They are supposed to be fly proof, 
but they are not. You will see piles of 
rotting kitchen refuse and empty 
food containers, Flies have a faculty 


of getting into the best protected 
homes right from those toilets and 
refuse heaps “to your table and 
baby’s nursing nipple. I do not wish 
to infer that’ the lanes behind all 
homes are. ffithy, some of you keep 
yours marvelously sanitary, con- 
sidering everything, while your 
neighbor may make no attempt at 
sanitation, ; 

Who is responsible for this condi- 
tion? Some will say the mayor and 
council, others will blame the scav- 
enger, probably most -will blame the 
M.H,O, All are partly right but 
mostly wrong. The truth is that you 
are to blame—you the citizens of 
this town-——and your present system 
or lack of. system of sanitation, 

On August 15th you will be given 
the opportunity to show whether you 
want a ¢leaner more sanitary Wain- 
wright, or whether you are content 
to carry on under conditiong which I 
have just described 

Let us suppose that I, as M.H.O., 
were given full authority to institute 
whatever meayures I saw fit to make 
this a clean sanitary town, what 
would I do? 

1, I would order water and sewage 
systems completed as quickly as 
possible. 

2. I would make it compulsory for 
ali householders to burn all burnable 
house refuse. 

3. To wrap and deposit’ ali non- 
combustible house waste in fly proof 
containers at the back of the lot. 

4. Weekly (and in hot weather 

semi-weekiy) collection of garhage 
by scavenger, 
* 5, Regular inspection by a full 
time sanitary irepector with author- 
ity to act in case of non compliance 
with regulations. 

Probably you think that these are 
vesy progressive measures—taey are 
because we, the citizens of Wain- 
wright, are a progressive people and 
when we vote overwhelmingly in 
favor of water and sewage on Aug- 
ust 15th we will be just opening the 
campaign to make Wainwright the 
cleanest, most sanitary and most 
beautiful town in Alberta.

New Safety Equipment 
Added To King’s Park 


Recognizing the dangers of «wim- 
ming in tue rive:, especially to child- 
ren, Messrs. Stevenson, Krull and 
Madill, employees of the local plant 
Calgary Power Company, have built 
a new type Respirator and placed it 
in King’s park at Fabyan, 

Whether there hag been any name 
applied to’ this type of respirator is 
not known, but as the city police of 
Calgary call it, “Piston Action” is 
the térm most sultable. 

The victim of either smoke or 
water is placed face down on the 
plank, which is Lalanced on a trestle, 
and the plank ig rocked rhythmically 
tilting the victims head and then feet 
at approximately 45 degrees, this 
causes the diaphram to work as a 
pisten in a cylinder. As the victims 
head is tilted down, the intestines 
press the diaphram against the lungs 
causing expiration. When the feet 
swing up the diaphrom-relaxes al- 
lowing the lungs to expand thereby 
inducing inpiration, Ten to twelve 
movements per minute of the plank 
is the most effective pace of opera- 
tion. 

Different advantages of this new 
type of respirator are apparent, For 
one the new method permits arti- 
ficial respiration to be carried on for 
a greate: length of time without 
tiring the operator. Under the old 
gystem cf applying artificial res- 
piration many times the - person 
administering first aid became ex- 
hausted before the victim could he 
revived, 

It might be well to learn the meth- 
od of this system of artificial res- 
piranion as you might be the one to 
use this euiqpment if and when it 
is ever needed. In the past Wain- 
wright has been very fortunate in 


the small number of drownings oc. 


curing within our territory. 

The employees of the. Calgary 
Power Company shovld be heartily 
thanked for their interest in the 
children that swim in the river. They 
deserve praise for their action,

Large Attendance 
At Public Meeting 


The council room in the Town Hall 
was filled to standing room only, on 
Thursday night~of last week when 
between 75 and 100 ratepayers turn- 
ed out to hear various reporte on the 
proposed water and sewer system. 

With Mayor Middlemass as chair- 
man and Don Pawsey as secretary 
the meeting got off to a good start 
at 8:00 p.m. with the report of 
Councillor Cork being given, Mr. 
Cork outlined various phases and 
details of the plan and answered 
many questions asked His remarks 
were very well received and clearly 
understood, 

The next speaker called was the 
medical health officer,’ Dri H;’ C. 
Wallace who spoke in the affirma- 
tive of the system. The text of Dr. 
Wallace’s speech will be found in 
other columns in this weeks issue, 

Guest speaker of the evening was 
Mr. D. R. Stanley, provincial sani- 
tary engineer, who gave a very in- 
teresting talk outliniag the various 
water and sewer schemes from the 
time of the Romans up to the pre- 
sent day, He also told of different 
towns in Alberta who have or are 
contemplating water and sewer sys- 
tems along the lines proposed for 
Wainwright, stating many of them 
were not near our size. 

Councillor Robinson gave a short 
addreas on some of the highlights of 
the financial end of the scheme. He 
outlined the method of financing 
which will he by 30 year debentures, 
callable at the end of 10 years 

Mr,.L. W. Smith, president of the 
Wainwright and District Board of 
Trade gave some very interesting 
remarks showirig the reason that 
everyone Should be in favor of the 
plebiscite. His remarks were some- 
times of a personal nature stating 
the trouble that is often incured 
with private water systems. He also 
pointed out the difference in cost of 
operation of private systems and cost 
as laid down in the by-law. He em- 
phatically stressed that the operation 
of a town system is much cheaper 
than any private systcm, 

At the finish of the speakers a 
general question period was held, in 
which many enlightenments were 
brought about as well as good sug- 
gestions made. The genera] feeling 
was, as soon ag at all possible, Wain- 
wright should have the water and 
sewer systems intalled. Many per- 
gons who live on the east side -of 
main strect complained of the lack 
of water in the wells in that vicinity. 
Suggestions were made and in the 
near future council ls going tu deal 
witi. them. 

The meeting ended with much 
feeling of an evening well spent and 
it is thought by the counci: that 
mucn good wag derived from this 
attendance,

Using a thin syrup of 1 cup of sugar 
to 3 cups of water (and this is quite 
suitable for sweet fruits such as 
pears and blueberries) your 10 Ibs, 
of sugar will preserve 40 quarts of 
large fruit or 65 quarts of small 
fruit. Using a syrup of 1 cup of 
sugar to 2 cups water for peaches 
and plums 10 Ibs, of sugar will can 
30 quarts of large fruit or 45 quarts 
of small fruit. However, the coupons 
for this 10 lbs. of sugar would buy 
only 20 cans of fruit. 


Honey can substitute for half ‘or | 


all the sugar in canning although 
not everyone likes the flavor of fruit 
canned with honey alone, Honey may 
also be used successfully in jams, 
jellies and sweet pickles. If you must 
buy the honey it will be more expen- 
sive than using sugar, but remember 
1 “S” coupon will buy 4 Ibs. of honey 
and only 1 Ib. of sugar, 
Here is an excellent sugar-saving 


method fer canning juicy fruits such. 


as berries, rhubarb and plums: Crush 
part of the fruit in the bottom of a 
kettle. Add the remaining fruit and 
heat until the juice starts to flow. 
If necessary add a little water to 
prevent scorching, Pack solidly in 
sealers, crushing fruit down slightly 
so that ‘it is covered with juice. Pro- 
ceas according to time table. No 
sugar is needed—although many pre- 
fer this method even when using 
sugar, adding dry sugar rather than 
syrup. The flavor is better than if 
a very ‘thin syrup is used to can the 
fruit, If canned without sugar this 
method gives excellent fruit for pies 
and winter désserts, 


LIVE STOCK POISONING ,. 
-_ 

Dr, P. R, Talbot Provincial Veter- 
inarian for the Alberta Department 
of Agriculture, advises special care 
at this time of year to prevent live 
stock losses from botulism or forage 
poisoning. These terms are applied 
to a group of diseases caused usually 
by some harmful germ or mould in 
the feed or water. Whenever animals 
become ill following a change in the 
character of the feed or after drink- 
ing water that has become stagnant 
as a result of dry weather, poisoning 
should be looked for and guarded 
against. 

In almost all forms of this group 
of diseases, nervous symptoms, stag- 
gering gait, sleepiness and giddiness 
are evident. Not infrequently paral- 
yais of the throat with inability to 
swallow is present, 

The best assurance’ against this 
group of diseases is the provision of 
wholesome feeds and a plentiful sup- 
ply of pure water. Horses suffer 
more frequently from botulism than 
do .cattle, Medical treatment varies 
because of the great variation in the 
forms of disease in this group, so if

In an article in Hygeia magazine 
some months ago, Dr. Modell wrote: 
“We know @ great deal about 
(heart disease)—how to treat it and 
how to control it, what is- required 


in the way of rest, diet habits, play | § 
and work. We can treat it rationally, |- 


We must not bury it under an aval- 
anche of superstition and ignorance. 
“The majority of patients live a 
long and often a useful life. What is 
not generally recognized is that 
some forms of heart disease need not 
interfere at all with a normal exis’ 
tence, Whether any or many restric- 
tions need be placed on the patient 
depends on an evaluation of the true 
nature of the conditicn. This: is a 
matter for the careful consideration 
of the physician only. 
“In the case of heart disease vir- 
tually all popular notions of ite 
cause are false, In the vast majority 
of cases the cause is still a mystery, 
In recent years heart disease aad 
become the most important of all 
diseases, causing more deaths than 
any other disease, and thus making 
people more conscious of it and con- 
cerned about its increasing preval- 
ence. Many people were asking why 
they heard so much about heart at- 
tacks and wanted to know if some- 
thing was happening to their nearts, 
“Tae answer is simple but para- 
doxical,’ wrote Dr. Modell, “It is“be- 
cause people are healthier that there 
is more heart disease today. It is 
because people are living longer and 
because there are many more people 
alive today who are over 50. - 
“Our hearts are as good as ever, 
Nevertheless hoart disease ts a pru- 
blem of mounting importance.” 


ABOUT LAUGHTER 


Never laugh at r children, but 
be sure to laugh with them, advises 
Barbara Leonard Reynolds in a re- 
cent issue. of Parents’ Magazine, En- 
joyment of a good joke can be a 
delicious meeting ground bétween 
parent and child, the writer says, 
ut she advises that itis up to the 
parent to climb down to the child’s 
own level in the matter of humor, 

In this connection, Professor Cyril 
Burt, President of the British Psy- 
chological Society, comments in the 
Health Education Journal that there 
is value in laughter in éducation and 
discipline, He says it is much easier 
and surer to correct children’s faults 
by good-humored means instead of 
stern repression. He also comments 
that a hearty laugh, by whipping up 
the blood and expanding .the lungs, 
heightens the ‘laughter’s general 
sense of well-being.
